General Motors Settles With Ralph Nader 


NEW YORK (AP) — Con­ 
sumer advocate Ralph Nader 
has received $425,000 from 
General Motors in an out-of- 
court settlement of his invasion 
of privacy suit. 
Nader said Thursday he would 
use some of the money to 
monitor GM’s activities in the 
areas of safety, pollution and 
consumer relations. “They are 
going to be financing their own 
ombudsman.” he said. 


The suit filed in November 
1966, alleged that GM began a 
campaign to intimidate Nader 
after he wrote his book, “Unsafe 
At Any Speed,” which was 
critical of automobile safety 
’standards. 
Nader complained in the suit 
that GM hired a private in­ 
vestigator, 
Vincent 
Gillen, 
whose detectives inquired into 
his private life. 
The book prompted a safety 


crusade and a Senate hearing 
during which James M. Roche, 
then president of 
the giant 
automaker, publicly apoligized 
for any harassment. 
Nader sued for damages — $26 
million was the figure reported 
at the time although his lawyers 
said Thursday the total was $12 
million. 
The $425,000 that GM paid 
Thursday was for compensatory 
damages and the automaker 


said 
claim s 
for 
punitive 
damages were withdrawn as 
part of the settlement. 
GM said it denies any wrong­ 
doing or legal liability in con­ 
nection with the claim and that 
“the settlement in no respect 
constitutes an admission of any 
of the claims asserted by 
Nader.”

desirable” to save the time and 


expense of further litigation, 
GM said. 
Nader said in a statement that 
GM could have delayed the case 
further and therefore "it was 
deemed wiser to settle the case 
and devote the proceeds, after 
deduction of legal fees and 
expenses, to the cause of con­ 
sumer protection and corporate 
responsibility, especially in the 
latter area — General Motors' 
responsibility.”

Soviet Prem ier Alexei N. Kosygin and West German Chan­ 
cellor Willy Brandt signed a nonaggression treaty this week in 
Moscow, heralding, the whole world hopes, an easing of tension in 
E astern Europe. Though it has often appeared in the past that 
treaties among nations are made only to be broken, the very fact 
that the two national leaders met and exchanged promises of 
peaceful intent is a happy note in these days of suspicion, and of 
charges and countercharges. 


Moreover, in today’s interdependent world, peaceful set­ 
tlem ent of differences anywhere should be welcomed by straight- 
thinking people everywhere. It is not only a m atter of goodwill. It’s 
also a m atter of national interest. Trouble any place on the globe 
can quickly lead to trouble elsewhere. Normal trade is interfered 
with. And diverting effort and resources from the production of all 
the things that make life better means that more people around the 
world will have to do without. 


The United States in particular can never hope to gain as much 
as will be lost by international strife — even cold wars that stop 
short of actual combat. A war between the Soviet Union and Red 
China, for instance, would not only be a human tragedy with 
millions of blameless persons suffering, but all the world would be 
poorer for it. 


We can wholeheartedly hope, therefore, that the nonaggression 
pact between Moscow and Bonn may be the forerunner of many 
others, not only in eastern Europe, but all around the globe.

Collier Towers Again 


Y re k a ’s 
v eteran

talk today about construction of 
a new legislative office building 
costing some $65 million.

Creation of the com m ittee 
would be by a Senate resolution 
which takes a simple voice vote. 
Briefly, the new law “dram atically sim plifies” and speeds 
up C ollier said the com m ittee 
the credentialling procedure by elim inating the present cum- ~would need no special funds and 
bersome and costly process of reviewing individual candidate 
would get none, 
transcripts. It requires basically that the applicant hold a B. A. or 
equivalent degree — which includes at least nine units of 
professional preparation — from an approved college or univer­ 
sity; or that he pass an examination in those subjects to be taught. 


Governor Not Alone 


When Governor Reagan signed into law Assemblyman Leo 
Ryan’s bill updating and stream lining the state’s 
teacher 
credentialling system and broadening the talent pool from which 
local school superintendents can be drawn, he called it “ one of the 
most fundamental and far-reaching breakthroughs in the history of 
California's public school system .” He was not alone in that 
estim ate. 


The law also removes the requirem ent that school superin­ 
tendents must hold a teaching credential. It gives local boards 
much greater freedom in selecting those they want to run their 
schools, perm itting them to appoint persons solely on their 
m anagerial and adm inistrative com petence. 


Echoing Governor R eagan’s praise of the Ryan measure, Cal 
Rossi, acting executive secretary of the California Teachers 
Association, called it “a very positive move in the right direction 
(that could result in) better education for our children.”

WASHINGTON — One of 
A m erica’s banking giants has 
devised an ingenious scheme for 
skirting the Federal Corrupt 
Practices Act so it can stuff 
thousands of dollars into the 
pockets of friendly politicians. 
The 
ac t 
flatly 
prohibits 
political contributions by cor­ 
porations. 
But 
the 
Marine 
M idlard T rust Co. of western 
New York has cooked up a way 
to duck the law and keep the 
cash flowing to the politicians as 
well. 
The Buffalo be"k raises a 
$9,000-a 
year slush fund by 
system atically dunning its top 
officers for a percentage of their 
salary. 
The money is then 
pumped into strategic political 
coffers. 
The plan was adopted after 
being proposed by Senior Vice 
President C.E. Berryman, in a 
confidential 
memorandum 
to 
bank President David J. Laub. 
This column has obtained a 
copy of the memo. It provides a 
rare glimpse of the lengths to 
which banks will go to preserve 
their favored position w ith 
public officials. 
“ The 
following 
reco m ­ 
mendation is offered for your 
consideration 
to solve 
the 
problem of establishing a fund 
from 
which 
contributions 
to 
political can d id ates can be 
obtained,” the memo says. 
Berrym an then explains that 
his plan grew, in part, out of 
“ discussions at the American 
B ankers A ssociation (A BA ) 
convention” — an indication 
that dream ing up ways to get 
around the Corrupt Practices 
Act is a 
popular backstage 
pastim e when b ankers get 
together. 
He then outlines a proposal 
which would give each of the 
bank’s 107 officers receiving 
salaries of $15,000 or more a 
$5,000 “deduction.” 
The bank 
would then “ assess on the basis 
of one half of one per cent of the 
rem ainder” to raise political 
funds. 
Berrym an adds that he feels 
the $9,000 would “ m ore than 
cover our needs” for con­ 
tributions. 
“Those bankers who 
have 
successful program s,” he says, 
“ all state that it cannot be done 
on a voluntary basis. A certain 
degree of persuasion has to 
occur.” 
“ PROTECTION” 
The memo concedes that there 
are “ legal problems involved” 
in the contribution scheme. But 
it notes soberly that the bank’s 
earnings depend heavily on “ the 
level of our public funds.” 
R eached 
at 
his 
office, 
President Laub acknowledged 
that by 
“ public 
funds” 
the 
memo m eant money deposited 
in the bank by 
government 
agencies. 
Asked 
w hat 
w as 
the 
relatio n sh ip 
betw een 
these 
deposits and political con­ 


tributions, Laub at first said 
there was 
none. 
Then 
he 
reluctantly conceded that the 
political giving was “defensive” 
— that is, an effort to protect 
governm ent deposits. 
The 
bank’s total deposits are $1.2 
billion. 
D espite 
the 
sy stem a tic 
arrangem ent proposed in the 
memo, Laub insisted that the 
contributions were “ absolutely 
voluntary. 
I wish there was a 
way we could put the arm on the 
boys. But we can’t, as you well 
know. 
“ Officers can even designate 
the candidates who will receive 
their money. The funds are then 
used for dinner tickets, things 
like that. It amounts to political 
fund raising. 
We’ve had our 
attorneys check it out in every 
way.”

There are some facts about 
the appendix th a t should be 
known and, perhaps, with bet­ 
ter understanding dangerous 
m e d i c a l situations will be 
avoided. 
The appendix is a narrow 
sac about three inches long. 
It is located at the junction of 
the small and large intestine. 
Since man has been walking 
on two feet the appendix has 
lost whatever function it may 
have had in primitive times. 
Such an organ is known as a 
‘ vestigial'' one. 
Appendicitis is an inflam­ 
mation or an infection of the 
inner lining of the uppendix. 
When allowed to continue un­ 
treated, an abscess may form 
and even burst, resulting in a 
severe complication, periton­ 
itis. 
It is still accepted by physi­ 
cians and surgeons that the 
diagnosis of acute appendi­ 
citis la p.tibably one of the 
most dUftcutt ones in medi­ 
cine. It can resemble any oth­ 
er type of abdominal condi­ 
tion. It can even be confused 
with pneumonia and pleurisy, 
bt cause of the radiating pains 
U other parta of the body. 
It Is for this reason that 
an,/ recurring attacks of ab- 
dot ilnal pain in children or 
adu'ts should not b« tossed off 
casually as "just another belh - 
ache.” A homemade diagnosis 
Is obviously Impossible because 


there are only a few symp­ 
toms for most abdominal and 
intestinal conditions, and these 
all seem alike. 
Nausea, vomiting, and ab­ 
dominal cramps hardly seem 
definitive enough to make a 
diagnosis. It is for this reason 
th a t the diagnosis is such a 
difficult and responsible one. 
A general bit of advice is 
probably the single safety fac­ 
tor in this condition. Don’t 
give anyone an enem a w ith­ 
out first consulting your phy­ 
sician. A simple case of ap­ 
pendicitis can be complicated 
by this additional pressure. 
Eventually, 
fam ilies 
m ust 
learn th at surgeons are not, 
as is often suspected, “knife- 
happy.’’ This ridiculous, unso­ 
phisticated 
attitude 
does 
a 
great injustice to the talents 
and discretion of doctors and 
surgeons. 
Perhaps it will help if read­ 
ers 
know 
that all 
surgical 
cases are reviewed by hospital 
boards after surgery is per­ 
formed. Details of each case 
are rigidly gone over so that 
promiscuous surgery does not 
occur in modern medicine. 
Modem surgery and anes­ 
thesia, aided by the antibi­ 
otics, make the removal of the 
appendix a safe and success­ 
ful operation. In fact, surgery 
is often the most conservative 
method of handling this prob­ 
lem. 
No family should take the 
responsibility of denying the 
decisions of their doctors. F or­ 
tunately, you escaped the ca­ 
lam ity that m ight have re­ 
sulted fronft such poor judg­ 
ment.

Curious 
Religion 
Sidelights

NEW YORK (AP) — Surveys 


turn up some curious sidelights 
on religion, including a recent, 
finding that what people say 
they believe doesn't actually 
have much bearing on the way 
they act toward others. 


This was the general con- 


clusion of a study by Dr. Milton 
Rokeach, psychology professor 
at Michigan State University. 


The results "suggest a per- 


vasive social outlook among the 
religious-minded that seems to 
be incompatible and often op- 
posite to the compassion taught 
in the Sermon on the Mount," he 
reports 
in 
the 
journal, 


Psychology Today. 


He says the results indicated 


that "religious values serve 
more as standards for con- 
demning others or as standards 
to rationalize -one's own self- 
pursuit than as standards to 
judge oneself by or to guide 
one's own conduct." 


Among Catholics surveyed, he 


says, 
religious values 
seem 


"more or less irrelevant as 
guides to compassionate social 
action," 
and 
among 


Protestants, there was an actual 
"negative relationship" bet- 
ween the two factors; that is, the 
most devout showed the least 
social compassion. 


Commenting on the results, 


the Rev. Dennis J. Geaney, a 
Catholic theologian, writes in 
the Catholic Messenger 
that 


they constitute a "devastating 
blast at organized religion," and 
reflect the tendency of many 
clergymen to disregard the 
social implications 
of 
the 


Gospel. 


Nevertheless, the director of 


the American Foundation for 
Religion and Psychiatry reports 
that 42 per cent of Americans in 
trouble still turn first to 
clergymen for advice, rather 
than to psychiatrists. 


This "figure seems to be on 


the increase," the Rev. Dr. 
Donald E. Smith, of New York, 
told the American Association 
for Mental Health, meeting in 
St. Paul, Minn. 


He says studies indicate that 


one of every 10 Americans need 
psychiatric help, but. since the 
nation has fewer than 50,000 
psychiatrists and psychologists, 
clergymen provide a logical 
adjunct in the field. 


He says that of the country's 


260,000 parish clergymen, about 
25,000 have had some clinical 
training in counseling those with 
mental-emotional problems.

FEARLESS PARENTS 


In I Cor. 4:15 Paul says "you have countless guides in Christ, but you do not have many 


fathers." (RSV) 


A guide is much more interested in things he has to tell about or directions to give than those 


with whom he deals. A guide fills his role when dispensing information or giving advice or 
direction. 


Here the guide is contrasted with a father. Paul likens himself to the father of those to whom 


he is writing. He indicates his emotional involvement with them when he promises to visit them 
soon either with the spirit of gentleness and love or with a rod of correction. 


Paul also refers to his investment in these Christians, a second characteristic of a desirable 


relationship between parents and their children. 


The parents role is to direct and assist their children in the process of becoming adults. This 


requires willing involvement and investment. 


The trend today in parent-child relationships is such that parents are fearful of emotional 


involvement. The reaction and tension that accompanies an effort towarda proper parent-child 
relationship discourages a consistent effort. The parent fears becoming t^JHeraotionally involved 
even though most, psychologists agree that it is better for children to be sh8*wi the-wrdng kind of 
attention than to be ignored.

The similar tendency common today is a lack of investment of iparents themselves in the lives 


of their children. A great deal of money is invested, but often very-little time and interest. It is 
important for children to know that parents i eally care how they -feel about the things they are 
involved in. Some oi the fears which decrease the wilBngriess'of parents to invest in the lives of 
their children are that children will not respond as expected anyway, their investment probably 
won't make any difference in the long run, or that the investment might not bring any returns. 


God, our Father, became emotionally involved with us — "God so loved the world." He 


willingly invested in us —' 'He gave His only Son." It is His desire to bring about our salvation and 
spiritual manhood. He is willing to involve Himself in our lives and make the investment that 
would assure us that He understands how we feel. 


Parents must resist the fear of emotional involvement and self-investment if their children 


are to be properly assisted toward maturity.

NEW YORK i AP) — Surveys 
turn up some curious sidelights 
on religion, including a recent 
finding that what people say 
they believe doesn’t actually 
have much bearing on the way 
they act toward others. 
This was the general con­ 
clusion of a study by Dr. Milton 
Rolceach, psychology professor 
at Michigan State University. 
The results “suggest a per­ 
vasive social outlook among the 
religious-minded that seems to 
be incompatible and often op­ 
posite to the compassion taught 
in the Sermon on the Mount,” he 
reports 
in 
the 
journal, 
Psychology Today. 
He says the results indicated 
that “ religious values serve 
more as standards for con­ 
demning others or as standards 
to rationalize -one’s own self­ 
pursuit than as standards to 
judge oneself by or to guide 
one’s own conduct.” 
Among Catholics surveyed, he 
says, 
religious 
values seem 
“more or less irrelevant as 
guides to compassionate social 
action,” 
and 
among 
Protestants, there was an actual 
“ negative relationship” bet­ 
ween the two factors; that is, the 
most devout showed the least 
social compassion. 
Commenting on the results, 
the Rev. Dennis J. Geaney, a 
Catholic theologian, writes in 
the Catholic Messenger that 
they constitute a “devastating 
blast at organized religion,” and 
reflect the tendency of many 
clergym en to disregard the 
social 
im plications 
of 
the 
Gospel. 
Nevertheless, the director of 
the American Foundation for 
Religion and Psychiatry reports 
that 42 per cent of Americans in 
trouble still 
turn first 
to 
clergymen for advice, rather 
than to psychiatrists. 
This “figure seems to be on 
the increase,” the Rev. Dr. 
Donald E. Smith, of New York, 
told the American Association 
for Mental Health, meeting in 
St. Paul, Minn. 
He says studies indicate that 
one of every 10 Americans need 
psychiatric help, but since the 
nation has fewer than 50,000 
psychiatrists and psychologists, 
clergymen provide a logical 
adjunct in the field. 
He says that of the country’s 
260.000 parish clergymen, about 
25.000 have had some clinical 
training in counseling those with 
mental-emotional problems

In I Cor. 4:15 Paul says “you have countless guides in Christ, but you do not have manv 
fathers.” (RSV) 


A guide is much more interested in things he has to tell about or directions to give than those 
with whom he deals. A guide fills his role when dispensing information or giving advice or 
direction. 


Here the guide is contrasted with a father. Paul likens himself to the father of those to whom 
he is writing. He indicates his emotional involvement with them when he promises to visit them 
soon either with the spirit of gentleness and love or with a rod of correction. 


Paul also refers to his investment in these Christians, a second characteristic of a desirable 
relationship between parents and their children. 


The parents role is to direct and assist their children in the process of becoming adults. This 
requires willing involvement and investment. 


The trend today in parent-child relationships is such that parents are fearful of emotional 
involvement. The reaction and tension that accompanies an effort towardji proper parent-child 
relationship discourages a consistent effort. The parent fears becoming táwen*otionallÉ involved 
even though most psychologists agree that it is better for children to be sWIpf thewrdng kind of 
attention than to be ignored.

Happy News From .Moscow 


Soviet Premier Alexei N. Kosygin and West German Chan- 


cellor Willy Brandt signed a nonaggression treaty this week in 
Moscow, heralding, the whole world hopes, an easing of tension in 
Eastern Europe. Though it has often appeared in the past that 
treaties among nations are made only to be broken, the very fact 
that the two national leaders met and exchanged promises of 
peaceful intent is a happy note in these days of suspicion, and of 
charges and countercharges. 


Moreover, in today's interdependent world, peaceful set- 


tlement of differences anywhere should be welcomed by straight- 
thinking people everywhere. It is not only a matter of goodwill. It's 
also a matter of national interest. Trouble any place on the globe 
can quickly lead to trouble elsewhere. Normal trade is interfered 
with. And diverting effort and resources from the production of all 
the things that make life better means that more people around the 
world will have to do without. 


The United States in particular can never hope to gain as much 


as will be lost by international strife — even cold wars that stop 
short of actual combat. A war between the Soviet Union and Red 
China, for instance, would not only be a human tragedy with 
millions of blameless persons suffering, but all the world would be 
poorer for it.

others, not only in eastern Europe, but all around the globe. 


Governor Not Alone 


When Governor Reagan signed into law Assemblyman Leo 


Ryan's bill updating and streamlining 
the state's teacher 


credentialling system and broadening the talent pool from which 
local school superintendents can be drawn, he called it "one of the 
most fundamental and far-reaching breakthroughs in the history of 
California's public school system." He was not alone in that 
estimate. 


Briefly, the new law "dramatically simplifies" and speeds up 


the credentialling procedure by eliminating the present cum- 
bersome and costly process of reviewing individual candidate 
transcripts. It requires basically that the applicant hold a B. A. or 
equivalent degree — which includes at least nine units of 
professional preparation — from an approved college or univer- 
sity; or that he pass an examination in those subjects to be taught. 


The law also removes the requirement that school superin- 


tendents must hold a teaching credential. It gives local boards 
much greater freedom in selecting those they want to run their 
schools, permitting them to appoint persons solely on their 
managerial and administrative competence. 


Echoing Governor Reagan's praise of the Ryan measure, Cal 


Rossi, acting executive secretary of the California Teachers 
Association, called it "a very positive move in the right direction 
(that could result in) better education for our children."

Randolph Collier, has revived 
talk today about construction of 
a new legislative office building 
costing some $65 million. 


Collier proposed creation of a 


new three-man Senate Com- 
mittee 
to investigate 
the 


legislature's office space needs. 


Creation of the committee 


would be by a Senate resolution 
which takes a simple voice vote. 
Collier said the committee 
-would need no special funds and 
would get none. 


And Collier said there would 


be no need for the wide-ranging 
travel that caused controversy 
when he and other members of 
the former Assembly-Senate 
building committee traveled to 
places as far as Hawaii and 
Brazil to inspect government 
buildings. 


Collier told newsmen 
that 


planning would take up to 10 
years.

and 
executive 


branches, he said. 


The former committee con- 


sidered plans for a twin towers 
building at the opposite end of 
Capitol Park from the Capitol 
that would have had offices for 
each lawmaker as big as a 
three-bedroom home. 


There was a twin-towers 


model on display and it was 
casually referred to as "Collier 
Towers" because of the veteran 
white-haired senator's close 
association with the project. 


The committee was reshuffled 


by Assembly Speaker Robert T. 
Monagan, R-Tracy, and the 
Senate President pro tern 
Howard Way, R-Exeter. 


Collier said today he's not 


committed to the twin towers 
concept, with one tower for the 
Assembly and one for the 
Senate. 


He still said the cost would run 


about $65 million and the 
structure likely would be at the 
opposite end of the park from 
the Capitol. 


"It would be a beautiful back- 


drop for the park system," 
Collier said.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
An Ingenious Scheme 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — One of 


America's banking giants has 
devised an ingenious scheme for 
skirting the Federal Corrupt 
Practices Act so it can stuff 
thousands of dollars into the 
pockets of friendly politicians. 


The act 
flatly 
prohibits 


political contributions by cor- 
porations. 
But the Marine 


Midland Trust Co. of western 
New York has cooked up a way 
to duck the law and keep the 
cash flowing to the politicians as 
well. 


The Buffalo bank raises a 


$9,000-a year slusn fund by 
systematically dunning its top 
officers for a percentage of then- 
salary. 
The money is then 


pumped into strategic political 
coffers. 


The plan was adopted after 


being proposed by Senior Vice 
President C.E. Berry man, in a 
confidential 
memorandum 
to 


bank President David J. Laub. 


This column has obtained a 


copy of the memo. It provides a 
rare glimpse of the lengths to 
which banks will go to preserve 
their favored position with 
public officials. 


"The 
following 
recom- 


mendation is offered for your 
consideration 
to solve 
the 


problem of establishing a fund 
from 
which contributions to 


political candidates can be 
obtained," the memo says. 


Berryman then explains that 


his plan grew, in part, out of 
"discussions at the American 
Bankers Association (ABA) 
convention" — an indication 
that dreaming up ways to get 
around the Corrupt Practices 
Act is a popular backstage 
pastime when bankers get 
together. 


He then outlines a proposal 


which would give each of the 
bank's 107 officers receiving 
salaries of $15,000 or more a 
$5,000 "deduction." 
The bank 


would then "assess on the basis 
of one half of one per cent of the 
remainder" to raise political 
funds. 


Berryman adds that he feels 


the $9,000 would "more than 
cover our needs" for con- 
tributions. 


"Those bankers who have 


successful programs," he says, 
"all state that it cannot be done 
on a voluntary basis. A certain 
degree of persuasion has to 
occur." 


"PROTECTION" 


The memo concedes that there 


are "legal problems involved" 
in the contribution scheme. But 
it notes soberly that the bank's 
earnings depend heavily on "the 
level of our public funds." 


Reached 
at 
his 
office, 


President Laub acknowledged 
that by "public 
funds" 
the 


memo meant money deposited 
in the bank by government 
agencies. 


Asked 
what 
was 
the 


relationship between these 
deposits and 
political con- 


tributions, Laub at first said 
there was none. 
Then he 


reluctantly conceded that the 
political giving was "defensive" 
— that is, an effort to protect 
government deposits. 
The 


bank's total deposits are $1.2 
billion. 


Despite 
the 
systematic 


arrangement proposed in the 
memo, Laub insisted that the 
contributions were "absolutely 
voluntary. I wish there was a 
way we could put the arm on the 
boys. But we can't, as you well 
know. 


"Officers can even designate 


the candidates who will receive 
their money. The funds are then 
used for dinner tickets, things 
like that. It amounts to political 
fund raising. 
We've had our 


attorneys check it out in every 
way."

The appendix is a narrow 


sac about three inches long. 
It is located at the junction of 
tile small and large intestine. 
Since man has been walking 
on two fuel the appendix has 
lost whatever function it may 
have had in primitive times. 
Such an organ is known as a 
"vestigial" one. 


Appendicitis is an 
inflam- 


mation or an infection of the 
inner lining of the appendix. 
Whun allowed to continue un- 
treated, an abscess may form 
and even burst, resulting in a 
severe complication, periton- 
itis. 


It is still accepted by physi- 


cians and surgeons that the 
diagnosis of acute 
appendi- 


citis is probably one of the 
most difficult ones in medi- 
cine. It can resemble any oth- 
er type of abdominal condi- 
tion. It can even be -.'onfusod 
with pneumonia and pleurisy, 
because of the radiating pains 
to other parts of the body. 


It is for this reason that 


any recurring attacks of ab- 
dominal pain in children or 
adults should not be tossed off 
casually as "just another belK - 
ache." A homemade diagnosis 
is obviously impossible because 


there are only a few symp- 
toms for most abdominal and 
intestinal conditions, and these 
all seem alike. 


Nausea, vomiting:, and ab- 


dominal cramps hardly seem 
definitive enough to make a 
diagnosis. It is for this reason 
that the diagnosis is such, a 
difficult and responsible one. 


A general bit of advice is 


probably the single safety fac- 
tor in this condition. Don't 
give anyone an enema with- 
out first consulting' your phy- 
.sician. A simple case of ap- 
pendicitis can be complicated 
by this additional pressure. 


Eventually, 
families 
must 


learn that .surgeons are not, 
as is often suspected, "knife- 
happy." This ridiculous, unso- 
phisticated attitude does a 
great injustice to the talents 
and discretion of doctors and 
surgeons. 


Perhaps it will help if read- 


ers know that all surgical 
cases are reviewed by hospital 
boards after surgery is per- 
formed. Details of each case 
are rigidly gone over so that 
promiscuous surgery does not 
occur in modern medicine. 


Modern surgery and anes- 


thesia, aided by the antibi- 
otics, make the removal of the 
appendix a safe and success- 
ful operation. In fact, surgery 
is Gttcn the i'uost conservative 
method of handling this prob- 
lem. 


No family should take the 


responsibility of denying the 
decisions of their doctors. For- 
tunately, you escaped the ca- 
lamity thul might have re- 
sulted from such poor judg- 
ment.

Bench ’s Record Will

A Little Asterisk 


Last year we had made a trip to North Battle Creek Reserv oir to 
do a little fishing. In doing so, we found that all we could catch were 
little rainbow's of finger length. I couldn’t figure out why all the 
little fish and none of those nice brown trout. 
I hadn’t been familiar with the lake before but had loads of 
information about the large browns that resided there. Later on 
around the first of this year, a Department of Fish and Game 
biologist told me that the lake had been drained, logs cleaned out, 
and refilled. The resident fish went down the North Battle Creek 
drainage. The lake was then restocked with small rainbow. 
What happened here we find really was the destruction of a 
good trout fishery. How? First of all a good brown trout population 
once established, as was in this case of North Battle, could provide 
unlimited trout fishing sport under any kind of pressure. I feel here 
the browns may have been discriminated against. Secondly, the 
dredging out of lakes so-called nuisance seaweed and snags added 
to the destruction. 
It just so happens that these weeds and snags not only provided 
a home for the old and newly born fish, they also manufactured 
oxygen and aquatic insect life. The key essentials to trout abun­ 
dance. I was once told that removal of the snags from Manzanita 
Lake many years ago affected the fishing there. 
It sometimes frightens me to think of the many waters treated 
like this. I seriously question the ideas that cause the big companies 
to proceed continuously in this manner. The theory that brown 
trout will eat up every little fish in sight is far-fetched and out of the 
question. The idea that dead srags mar the beauty of a lake and its 
habitat is also far-fetched. 
And, to say that the underwater seaweed, as I call it, hampers 
the environment and fishing of the lake is far-fetched. Think of the 
oxygen, damsels, mayflies, and caddis flies it produces. And we 
would appreciate it if the fishing public would be notified when such 
lakes are drained so we may transport those fine fish to maybe 
other suitable waters. 
My wild casting partner up on the bow of the dory managed to 
lengthen his fly line out a bit attempting to hit the fly on a fresh rise 
up at McCumber Lake. It hit alright but not on the rise but in the 
miserable ear of the fish taler. Several jerks on the size 14 Sealey 
made me painfully realize the hook would not eject from flesh and 
cartlidge of my precious member. Sol I just let it hang there until 
hack to Red Bluff in the eve to pester Dr. Wolfe. It was more painful 
to let the secret pattern fly be revealed than it ’twas to eject same. 
Now I know why those fish jump when hooked. It smarts a bit. 
I was sorry to hear that our illustrious Sports Editor past, has 
left the scene on his Honda, Bronson style not even to say good-bye. 
Even though many didn’t understand Paul, he was a well-meaning 
fellow searching out the truth in the hustle and bustle of everyday 
western living. 
I forgot to mention that I’m really a cripple. Besides getting the 
hook in my ear. I broke one of my toes recently plus running into a 
wasp nest in the virbumum bush. They chased me away from the 
area quickly and left a few reminders here and there to indicate 
they meant business. 
A few salmon and steelhead are starting to be creeled here and 
there. Pollard’s are checking in some fish mostly caught drifting or 
anchored in channels. Also being taken in frequent numbers are 
catfish below the dam down to Todd Island. Best bait has been 
anchovies or sardines. 
Salmon and steelhead are moving up the Klamath and should 
be in fair numbers by the third week of this month. Large trophy 
steelhead are now moving up the Dean River in BC if one wishes to 
take the time and expense to vacation up that way. 
For you trout fishermen (which includes myself) you know 
about where you would like to go and what you can do so it 
would be fruitless for me to encourage you otherwise. So we’ll let it 
go at that. This 100 degree weather is mighty discouraging but at 
4,000 feet it will cool a bit and you will change your tune. Go try it.

NATO Officials Say 
Still Can't Let Down 


BRUSSELS (AP) — Now that 


the Soviet Union and West 
Germany have promised not to 
use force against one another, 
some people are sure to suggest 
that there is no longer any good 
reason for the North Atlantic 
alliance — that the chief danger 
of a European war has disap- 
peared. 


This kind of talk gets no 


support at the headquarters of 
the North Atlantic 
Treaty 


Organization outside Brussels. 


NATO 
officials 
are 
not 


commenting officially; 
the 


private view generally is that 
the treaty helps relax tensions 
but does not mean the allies can 
let down their guard. 


NATO diplomats believe that 


the treaty only became possible 
because West German Chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt's foreign 
allies were firmly behind him. 


The point of the Atlantic 


Alliance, as these diplomats see 
it, is that America and Western 
Europe must depend on one 
another for defense, not against 
the comparatively mild policy 
today of the men who rule the 
Soviet Union but against any 
shift to a new aggressive policy 
that those men or their suc- 
cessors 
might 
make. 


Weakening the Atlantic alliance 
might encourage such a shift, 
they think. 


"You still have the same 


configuration 
of troops 
in 


Central Europe," said one 
NATO diplomat, "and 
that 


obliges us to have something 
comparable." 


He and his colleagues argue 


that because the Western allies 
have held together for the 21 
years of Nato's history, Soviet 
leaders 
have 
seen 
that 


aggression would be futile. The 
diplomats think no quantity of 
treaties can match 
the ef- 


fectiveness of united defense in 
preventing war. 


Nevertheless support can be 


expected to grow for the idea of 
talks with the Soviets on a new 
system of security for Europe. 
At the end of NATO's last big 
meeting in Rome nearly three 
months ago, success in the 
S o v i e t - W e s t 
G e r m a n 


negotiations was mentioned as 
one of the first steps toward such 
a conference. 


Another recent step in the 


same direction has been the first 
Soviet indication of willingness 
to talk 
about reducing the 


number of troops in Europe. 


But the governments in the 


alliance are likely to insist, as 
Secretary-General 
Manlio 


Brosio did in a recent speech, 
that any new system will have to 
be worked out with the support 
and participation of NATO. 


President Warned Of

I ast vear we had made a trip to North Battle Creek Reservoir to 
do a little fishing In doing so, w e found that all we could catch were 
1'tMc rainbows of finger length I couldn't figure out why all the 
little fish and none of those nice brown trout 


1 hadn't been familiar with the lake before but had loads of 


'nfotmation about the large browns that resided there Latet on 
aiound the fust of this >ear a Department of Fish and Game 
biologist told me that the lake had been drained, logs cleaned out 
and refilled The resident fish went down the North Battle Creek 
drainage The Sake was then i estocked w ith small rainbow 


\\hat happened here we find really was tne destruction of a 


good t^out ''isherv How1? First of a'l a good brown trout population 
once established as was in this case of North Battle could provide 
unlimited trout fishing sport under any kind of pressure I feel here 
the browns ma\ have been discriminated against Secondly the 
dredging out of lakes so-called nuisance seaweed and snags added 
to the destruction 


It just so happens that these weeds and snags not only provided 


a nome for the old and newl> born fish they also manulactured 
oxv gen and aquatic insect life The key essentials to trout abun 
dance I was once told that removal of the snags from Manzanita 
Lake many years ago affected the fishing there 


It sometimes frightens me to think of the many waters treated 


like this I seriously question the ideas that cause the big companies 
to proceed continuously in this manner The theory that brown 
trout w ill eat up every little fish in sight is far fetched and out of the 
question The idea that dead snags mar the beauty of a lake and its 
habitat is> also far fetched 


And, to sa> that the underwater seaweed as I call it hampers 


the environment and fishing of the lake is far-fetched Think of the 
oxygen, damsels mayflies and caddis flies it produces And we 
would appreciate it if the fisnmg public would be notified when such 
lakes are drained so we may transport those fine fish to maybe 
other suitable waters 


My wild casting partner up on the bow of the dory managed to 


lengthen his fly line out a bit attempting to hit the fly on a fresh rise 
up at McCumber Lake It hit alright but not on the rise but in the 
miserable ear of the fish taler Several jerks on the size 14 Sealey 
made me painfully realize the hook would not eject from flesh and 
carthdge of my precious member Sol I just let it hang there until 
back to Red Bluff in the eve to pester Dr Wolfe It was more painful 
to let the secret pattern fly be revealed than it 'twas to eject same 
Now I know why those fish jump when hooked It smarts a bit
